The  report  highlighted  the  need  to  move  away  from  the  Continuum  Model 
of  Care  to  the  "Housing  First"  model,  which  emphasizes  immediate  placement  of  the 
individual  in  permanent  supportive  housing,  and  then  provides  the  services,  on  site, 
necessary  to  stabilize  the  individual  and  keep  them  housed. 

Newsom  highlighted  the  success  of  Care  Not  Cash,  and  emphasized  the  city's 
commitment  to  permanently  house  the  chronically  homeless,  following  the  "Housing 
First"  model. 


Responses: 


**  Hank  requested  to  see  the  completed  reports  of  the  Homeless  Connect  Surveys,  and 
wants  an  additional  question  posed  on  the  next  survey  asking  specifically  about  their 
experience  staying  inside  of  a  shelter. 


**  Steven  raised  the  issue  of  what's  happening  to  all  the  former  Care  Not  Cash  clients 
who  have  just  dropped  off  the  books  in  the  last  9  months.  (Answer:  Dariush  stated 
that  a  consultant  is  currently  being  hired  to  assess  the  current  results,  but  as  of  now 
the  information  has  not  been  captured.) 


**  Steven  asked  what's  happening  with  'A  Man's  Place'  shelter  since  their  lease  is 
expiring.  (Dariush  stated  that  no  solution  has  been  determined,  but  that  he  will  let 
the  board  know  when  decisions  have  been  reached.)

Shelter:  Shelter  Monitoring  Committee  was  passed  at  the  BOS  with  a  VETO  proof 
vote.  1 3  members  (3  Mayor,  4  LHCB,  6  BOS).  Two  year  terms.  $25  stipend  for 
participants,  up  to  $600  a  year.  Appointments  begin  first  of  year.  One  staff. 


Visited  the  new  remodeled  'Sanctuary'  and  passed  them  glowingly  with  regards  to 
sen'ice,  cleanliness,  and  overall  functionality.  Used  the  proposed  Shelter  Monitoring 
inspection  form. 


Steering  Committee:  Feverishly  working  on  coming  up  with  an  alternative  structure 
for  the  Local  Homeless  Coordinating  Board.  Anne,  Leon  and  Darryl  met  with 
Supervisors  Elsbernd  regarding  his  legislation  aimed  at  reconfiguring  the  Local 
Homeless  Coordinating  Board.  The  supervisors  stated  he  would  strongly  consider  any 
recommendations  the  Full  Board  forwards  to  him.  And,  said  he  would  hold  off  until 
he  received  something  from  our  body.  He  did  state  that  he  would  like  something 
presented  to  him  by  year-end. 


Restructuring  issues  that  the  Board  has  reach  consensus:

Restructure  Plan 


Passed  by  the  Homeless  Board  January  10,  2005 
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On  November  15,  2004,  the  Local  Homeless  Coordinating  Board  held  a  retreat 
with  the  goal  of  determining  how  to  restructure  and  reformulate  the  Local  Board  to 
make  it  a  more  effective  body  responsive  to  the  needs  of  San  Francisco  on  issues 
related  to  homelessness.  For  sometime,  members  of  the  Local  Board  have  been 
aware  of  problems  inherent  in  the  body,  and  this  retreat  was  focused  on  ways  to 
improve  it.  The  retreat  included  presentations  by  outside  experts,  including  local 
representatives  of  the  federal  Interagency  Council  on  Homelessness  and  Department 
of  Housing  and  Urban  Development,  HomeBase  (a  non-profit,  public  policy  law  firm 
that  works  with  communities  to  develop  effective  and  humane  responses  to 
homelessness),  and  a  former  Local  Board  member  in  an  effort  to  shape  a  Local  Board 
that  both  meets  federal  expectations  and  is  based  upon  best  practices  from  across 
California  and  the  nation.  In  addition,  the  Local  Board  reviewed  and  incorporated  the 
findings  of  the  May  15,  2002  Controller's  report  on  homeless  services  and  the  May 
2002  Report  of  the  Civil  Grand  Jury  on  Homelessness  in  San  Francisco. 


Following  the  retreat,  the  Local  Board  formed  an  Ad  Hoc  committee  to 
develop  a  proposal  for  reformatting  the  Board.  The  Ad  Hoc  committee  joined  with 
the  Local  Board  Steering  Committee  and  held  five  meetings  over  a  six-week  period  to 
develop  a  proposal.  The  meetings  were  well  attended  and  produced  some  new  and 
innovative  ideas.  What  follows  is  the  consensus  proposal  from  the  members  of  the  Ad 
Hoc/Steering  Committee  on  restructuring.  The  full  Local  Board  passed  the  proposal 
unanimously  at  its  meeting  January  10,  2005. 


The  following  includes  the  assumptions  upon  which  the  proposal  is  made,  the  vision, 
mission  statement,  and  goals  of  the  Local  Board,  and  recommendations  on  the  size, 
appointment  process,  functions,  committee  structure,  and  staffing  of  the  restructured 
Local  Board.  The  current  members  of  the  Local  Board  believe  that  this  proposal 
represents  the  best  opportunity  for  a  revitalized  and  viable  Local  Homeless 
Coordinating  Board  in  keeping  with  the  City's  goal  to  end  homelessness  in  San 
Francisco.

On  November  15,  2004,  the  Local  Homeless  Coordinating  Board  held  a  reixeai  with  the 
goal  of  determining  how  to  restructure  and  reform  ulate  the  Local  Board  to  make  it  a  more 
effective  body  responsive  to  the  needs  of  San  Francisco  on  issues  related  to  homclessness.  For 
sometime,  members  of  the  Local  Board  have  been  aware  of  problems  inherent  in  the  body,  and 
this  retreat  was  focused  on  ways  to  improve  it.  Tb  e  retreat  included  presentations  by  outside 
experts,  including  local  representatives  of  the  fede  ral  Interagency  Council  on  Homelessness  and 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development,  JiomeBase  (a  non-profit,  public  policy  law 
finn  that  works  with  communities  to  develop  effec  tive  and  humane  responses  to  homelessness), 
and  a  former  Local  Board  member  in  an  effort  to  shape  a  Local  Board  that  both  meets  federal 
expectations  and  is  based  upon  best  practices  frorr  across  California  and  the  nation.  In  addition, 
the  Local  Board  reviewed  and  incorporated  the  fir  dings  of  the  May  15,  2002  Controller's  report 
on  homeless  services  and  the  May  2002  Report  of  the  Civil  Grand  Jury  on  Homelessness  in  San 
Francisco.
